Following is an extract from 
a January letter of Gnr. Lome 
McCordick, writing to his par- 
ents,- Mr. and Mrs. Harvey Mc- 
Cordick, Newmarket. 

"While in Sicily last October 
I had a trip up Mount Etna, 
which I could not write about 
before on account of censorship. 

"Mount Etna received a* lot of 
publicity during the Sicilian 
campaign. It is fairly high, 
10,800 /eet, but more noted for 
its volcano than for its height. 
The snow ridge starts about 
6,000 feet up and we went that 
far by truck over a modem 
highway that must have cost 
the Italians millions of dollars 
but in peace thne it was a great 
tourist resort on account of 



"A guide led us up and after 
9,000 feet the going really got 
"tough. The rarefied air made 
breathing very difficult and we 
felt so tired we had to rest 
every few steps. 

"About the 10,000-feet level 
the mountain culminated into a 

cone, the actual volcanic part of 
the rnountain. Patches of bare 
framd- testified* to the heat 
and the rocks were quite 
but the wind was terrific. 
•The University of Catania had 
erected an observatory at the

vertical and tough going. The 
cone at the top was about three- 
quarters of a mile wide and 
looked like a stone quarry 
except for geysers of steam here 
and there caused by the heat 
beneath- 

"We couldn't see any flames 
as a shell of solidified rock had 
formed several hundred feet 
above the bubbling molten rock 
in the heart of the mountain. 
It erupts about every seven years 
but 14 years has elapsed since 
the last time, so it may go any 
time. 

"Hope some day to see as 

much of Vesuvius, which I hear 

has no cap over it and at night 

we can see the glow in the sky. 

"Coming down, we practically 

slid down in 11 minutes what 

it took 50 minutes to climb, but 

at 8,000 feet ran into a cloud as 

thick as pea soup fog. We had 

a hard time keeping to the 

trail and we felt half frozen 

when we got back to the trucks. 

"The mud here in Italy is 

starting to dry up. Sunny Italy 

belies its name but I guess the 

summer will be better. I don't 

think I will take many pleasure 

trips back here after the war 

even if the weather is bragged 

up to tourists."

INSPECTOR SUG6ESIS 
FIRE HAIL CHANGES 

A report from Joseph Bram- 
mar, fire inspector, to the town 
council on Monday evening said; 

•Thai churches and schools 
are in splendid condition, clean 
with no apparent fire hazard. 

•That the Strand theatre has 
carried out all recommendations 
made by the provincial fire 
marshal and is Al. 

•That Mr. Boag at Oddfellows* 
hall has carried out all recom- 
mendations, with clean building, 
except panic hardware, and I 
may add that this hardware was 
most impossible to secure and 
it must be made specially to fit 
each door. 

"Very few recommendations 
were made at thr town hall 
except temporary oil burner, 
which was removed at once, and 
panic hardware. 

"At business places I hod 
defective smoke-pipes repaired, 
had some chimneys rebuilt. 
Some basements were not up to 
standard, but have, since been 
cleaned. Some of this trouble 
is caused by saving paper cartons 
and wastcpaper for salvage and 
some from shortage of help. 
However, on my last round this 
month I found everything very 
satisfactory. 

"As the hose tower nnd fire 
hall nre both out of shape, I 
would suggest that same be 
reduced in height to about 30 
feet. Also there is no troughing 
on the fire hall and the old 
clerk's office. This also creates 
a very bad condition between 
the two buildings, causing dam- 
age to the walls by ice."

POWER PADRE 



Salesmen and municipal 
representatives from every part 
of." North York went away from 
an organization dinner meeting 
at Pickering College on Friday 
evening determined that this 
unit will make its sixth Victory 
loan objective of $2,275,000. 

Unit chairman Aubrey Davis, 
Newmarket, presided over the 
over-flow crowd that was pres- 
ent to hear addresses and sec 
war pictures. Organizer H. L. 
Trapp and his assistant, J. L. R. 
Bell, arranged the meeting. 

, "Modern flak is hell," said 
Rev. Henry Cotton, Trinity 
United church, Newmarket, an 
airman in the Great War and an 
R.CA.F. padre in the earlier part 
of this war. 

"Our airmen are going through 
flak tonight, tomorrow night, 
every night, till victory is won," 
said Mr. Cotton. *T am flying 
with those boys, dodging the 
flak with them, dropping their 
bombs with them, praying with 
them," said the former padre. 

"The war is all over but the 
fighting, someone says. Our 
optimism is giving way to grim 
determination. 

"We must destroy Germany's 
war factories. .It is easier to 
destroy Germany's war potential 
before the armistice than after 
the armistice. We must destroy 
it this time. 

"I wish those clergymen who 
protest the bombing of German 
cities would be realists and face 
the alternative. It is our way 
of life or theirs, our freedom or 
theirs. 

"Canada's part in this air 
strategy has been no mean part. 

"It looked like tragedy when 
we pulled out of Africa to keep 
our word in Greece. We kept 
our word — we always do. 

"I sometimes think that some- 
thing bigger than, anything we 

expect may happen in the 
Mediterranean zone. We may 
find ourselves on the flank of 
the Russians in Roumania and 
the Balkans. - "" ', ' 

"Our men are giving their 
all. v They are buying freedom 
for ua» They are counting on 
you, and me. How about it? 
Every tiollar of this Victory loan 
means more guns, more ships. 
Monoy saves lives, the lives of 
our boys." 

"There are $37,000,000 more 
In the banks now than when we 
took all the money out of the 
public last September," Harold 
M. Gully, Toronto business man, 
told the Victory loan salesmen. 

4 1 wouldn't wonder if the 
errors of private industry aren't 
greater than those of govern- 
ment," Mr. Gully said in com- 
ment on criticism of the Canadi- 
an government. 

"All trade is conducted in the 
human mind," he reminded the 
salesmen, advising them how to 
sell Victory bonds. 

One movie told the story of 
the first Canadian Lancaster, 
from Malton to Berlin. The 
other was a U.S. war depart- 
ment picture showing the 
strength of the Axis countries. 

Mr. Davis expressed thanks to 
Headmaster Joseph McCulley 
and a staff of Newmarket girls 
for the hospitality of the college.

White, Newmarket, 
has received an interesting letter 
from her step-son, Peter White, 
15 years old, who with Grant 
Robinson, also 15, both of New- 
market, recently joined the Nor- 
wegian merchant marine in New 
York, and are now at Boston. 

**There arc some British boys 
on board here but most of them 
are Norwegia n " he writes. 

"Grant is on a different boat 
to me but we meet at the gate 
every night. My job is to bring 
the food in and then when the 
men finish I wash the dishes. 

It's easy work and I like St. 

The men in the crew are swell 
and we get the best of food, 
pineapole, tomatoes, eggs, coffee, 
cookies, milk, jam. meats, 
vegetables, apples and every- 
thing. 

"Everybody looks after me 
here because Tm Canadian and 
Canadians are sort of scarce 
around here. Grant and I met 
two~Nevv\Zeafand petty officers 
about 28: or so and as soon as 
they found that we were Cana- 
dians they took us to the 
Canadian and British club and 

we had a lovely time. They gave 
us some addresses of people they 
knew if we wanted to sleep off 
the ship at night 

•Til be In a cabin of my own 
in a couple of days and they 
are lovely cabins. The boat is a 
cargo ship. The Americans 
working on the boat are nice 
fellows. One even offered to 
trikc Grant and I out and show 
us the town and slay at his 
place for the night, then come 
back with him when he goes to 
work in the morning. 

"The guards at the gate kid 
us about being Canadians and 
most of the Americans here 
didn't believe us because they 
think Canadians only either 
speak French or have n decided- 
ly English accent We have 
five meals a day and all good 
ones too. 

"All the Americans talk about 
how well the Norwegians treat 
the crew. If you make a mistake 
they don't bawl you out, they 
tell you what to do and en- 
courage you. 

"If we go to Boston with the 
New Zcolanders we toko the 
subway. Wo expect to be here 
about a week or so longer. We 
don't go downtown unless we 
have somebody with us that 
knows the city. I might get to 
see Jim and Dave before I get 
homo again. But that won't be 
too long. 

"The Now Zcalnndcrs showed 
me all through the N.Z. light 
cruiser. Wc get up at in the 
morning and ent nt 8.30, then 
again at 10 or 10.30, then noon, 
then 3 and then 5. I have from 
3 lo 4 off and then when I finish 
{lie dishes at 6 or 6.30 I have 
until 8 the next morning off. 
The hunks are lovely and I have 
a big drawer and a closet for 
my belongings."

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WELCOMING THE BOYS 
BACK HOME 

There is a temptation to become "fed up" 
with the way United Nations leaders conduct 
our affairs at times. Few of us have anything 
but admiration for the way they direct the 
actual fighting, but good war-makers aren't 
necessarily good peace-makers, good statesmen. 
We can't help but wonder at times about the 
sort of post-war world that they are making for 
us. Plans for re-making the map of Europe and 

maintaining powerful national military ' forces 

after the war are disturbing, because we have 
done that sort of thing so often before and 
always have failed to secure lasting peace. 

There is so little discussion of getting at the 
real causes of war. trade restrictions, migration 
restrictions, emphasis on race and nation and 
patriotism to the nation, and the poverty 
caused by national boundaries and restrictions 
and the wasteful production of armaments. Even 
the United States, an example of the compara- 
tively high standard of living that may be 
achieved when states are not separated by 
tariff and migration restrictions, and an example 
of how nationalities may be lost in a new 
loyalty to a new country, repudiates Wendell 
Willkie, a citizen who points to world citizen- 
ship as the next forward step for mankind. 

The world needs men who are prepared to 
do things differently, perhaps at some cost to 
themselves, and discouragement about the post- 
war world picture is lessened when we find our 
own municipality determined to do things 
differently. We refer particularly to the plans 
of Newmarket town council to accumulate a 
fund of $15,000, through taxation, to help in a 
small way some of the returning soldiers. 
Many of them won't need help. Some of them 
will need only the extensive help which the 
dominion government will give in securing 
education, training, or a start in business or on 
the farm. Others will need additional help, 
and a committee of their own neighbors, with 
money at their disposal, will know best how to 
give it. 

Perhaps this would be the best "war memorial" 



that the town could plan, a fund with which to 
help soldiers of the two world wars, established 
in the first place jointly by the town and 
private contributions, and maintained by an 
annual levy through the tax rate. It is possible 
that the executors of the late Hon. E. J. Davis 
would consider such a plan as qualifying for 
the $10,000 bequest which Mr. Davis made 
available for a war memorial provided that the 
public put $20,000 with it 

A small committee, of whom a majority should 
be town councillors, with a substantial fond at 
their disposal to be spent without giving any 
public accounting, could see to it that the 
returning soldiers get a better deal this time 
than did Great War veterans. It is not too late 
to do something for Great War veterans too, and 
they should be included as beneficiaries of the 
fund. The dominion government has already 
made splendid provision for the returning 
soldier, but not necessarily continuing provision, 
and we believe that Deputy-Reeve A. D. Evans, 
a war veteran with a son in a German prison 
camp and another overseas, and his committee 
have put their shoulders to a big and worth- 
while task. 



UNDER THE SPREADING 
CHESTNUT TREE 

Our town council has been discussing the 

historic elm tree that stands in the middle of 

Timothy St. The mayor, Dr. L. W. Dales, has 
even hinted that he would not weep if the tree 
should disappear. Has the town council ever 
considered getting the town a "spreading 
chestnut tree," with a blacksmith under it? Or 
an electrician? 

Writing in the Orillia Packet and Times, J. R. 
Hale wonders what the town's horses will do 
now that Orillia's only active blacksmith has 
died. Horses that work on the land and do not 
go on the hard pavements do not need to be 
shod, he writes, but town horses should be shod 
every six weeks. It would therefore seem 
logical that the few remaining blacksmiths 
should be located in towns instead' of in the 
country, but the situation is otherwise. 

A Newmarket business man drives (by motor) 
28 miles to get his horse shod, to Vandorf and 
back twke, once to get the smithy and again to 
take him home. The smithy of course knows 
the size of shoe required or a third trip would 
be necessary. The blacksmith cannot bring 
red-hot shoes with him and so he must fit the 
shoe entirely by paring the hoof. 

Mr. Hale writes that "there are few who 
thought they would live to see the day when 
Orillia would be without a blacksmith shop 
where a horse could be shod." In Newmarket 
we had anticipated such a black-out for quite 
a long time before it actually occurred some 
years ago, but we really did not think that we 
would live to see the day when the town would 
have no electrician — but such is our present 
predicament!

Editor, The Era and Express: 
During recent weeks I have been 
in receipt of a number of letters 
complaining of delay and non- 
delivery of mails to and from 

members of the armed forces 
overseas. Items and editorials 
emphasizing some delays have 
al=o appeared in the press of 
Canada. 

Knowing how important mail 
is to men overseas, from the 
standpoint of morale, advantage 
has been taken, and will be 
taken, of every means at our 
disposal to improve the service. 

There is no doubt that there 
have been delays, but not delays 
which could be avoided. The 
time taken, which to anxious 
relatives and friends may seem 
unreasonable, has been due to 

three more or less unavoidable 
causes, namely:. 

<1) The lack of transport, both 
air and surface, on account of 
the imperative and incessant 
requirements for vital opera- 






tiohs* ?'. 

(2) Adverse trans-Atlantic 
weather usually prevalent In the 
winter months. 

* • 

(3) The necessary movement 
of personnel from unit to unit 
and location to location to meet 
the exigencies of active opera- 
tions, and the need of tracing 
these men and redirecting their 
mail.' 

As postmaster-general, | have 
authorized in the press of Can- 
ada a substantial advertising 
campaign which will explain the 
reasons for unavoidable delays 
in mail, and the steps which 
should be taken by those in 
Canada sending mall overseas 
to ensure its proper delivery, 
i.e., proper addressing, the use of 
lightweight paper and the proper 
packaging of parcels. 

We are also devoting advertis- 
ing space to explaining the pro- 
cedure for the sending of "in 
hospital" mail. The method of 
operation of "casualty mail" is 
outlined in Hansard "of Feb., 28 
last. I am sending you an ex- 
cerpt of the Hansard of that 
date in which the subject of 

overseas mail is thoroughly dis- 
cussed. 

I quite appreciate the fact that 



you We pressed for space tri 
your editorial and nfcws columns. 

However, I feel tttnl the matter 
of overseas mail has reached the 
stage of being of paramount 
national importance. Advertis- 
ing will not, and cannot, tlo the 
job by itself. 

I am opiieaimg to you to lcn<l 
every assistance possible in not 
only explaining the difficulties 
being faced by the Canadian 
postal corps, but also to reassure 
relatives and loved ones that the

in Wartime 

■ 

War demands come first. Many of the materials needed in providing 
Hydro rural service, that are plentiful in peacetime, arc now required 
in the manufacture of war weapons. Likewise, many trained Hydro 
men have taken up war duties in the Army, Navy and Air Force.

Personal property bag contain- 
ing: washcloth, shaving-brush, 
tooth powder, tooth-brush, hand 
towel, three handkerchiefs, 12 
pkgs. chewing gum, razor set, 
shaving soap, hairbrush, comb, 
two cakes soap.
